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R-G Couple Named to Top Job In Coin Society 


-Would you consider swapping a 
Gizzie for a Siamese Tiger 
Tongue or a Manilla? Technical 
Sergeant Rick Bronson and his 
wife Virginia would.. They have 
one thing in common with thous- 
ands of other people throughout 
the world. They belong to the 
world’s largest hi of coin col- 
lectors, . . the American Num- 
ismatic Association (ANA). 

Actually, ‘‘belong’? does not 
aptly describe the Bronsons fully, 
for they have recently been named 
as co-chairmen of National Coin 
Week for 1967, . . an event which 
takes place April 22 through 29. 

The Bronsons thus achieved 
two notable ‘‘firsts’’. They were 
the first service family and the 
first couple ever selected as co- 
chairmen ofthe ANA. —_ 

The purpose of National Coin 
Week is to promote coin collec- 
ting by bringing widespread pub- 
lic attention to the educational 
and recreational aspects of the 
hobby. To this end, Sen. McClel- 
lan of Arkansas introduced a 


Joint Resolution (S. J. RES28) 
in the Senate of the United States 
on Feb. 3, which authorized the 

- President to proclaim the fourth 
week in April of every year as 
National Coin Week. 


The Bronsons also sent out —

eter and is valued at two cents.
